that they can not be misunderstood. 


The Texas boundary case is nearly 


ready for hearing by the supreme 
court. 


In the Utah ca.se.s against the Mor- 


mon church, the decrees of the supreme 
coin t ufllrming In the main the decree 
of the court below, devoting tho pro- 
ceeds of the property iu litigation to 
charitable uses, has been entered, and 
the mandate sent down to the supreme 
court ot Utah for execution. The pro- 
ceedings for bringing this litigation to 
an end are being pushed as rapidly as 
practicable. A special associate attor- 
ney has been appointed to co-operate 
with the district attorney of UtaU to 
this end. 


During the past year the government 


lias been pushing as vigorously as pos- 
sible tho taking of the testimony in the 
Bell Telephone case. The policy of 
the defendants in this litigation has 
been one of "delay from the first. Not- 
withstanding delays tho testimony of 
the government is nearly all'taken, 
and would have been completed before 
the 1st of October, but for tho fact that 
"on application of the defendants an 
adjournment was ordered by the court 
in the middle of August to the 1st of 
October." 


In the suits against the Union Pacific 


Railway Co. and the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. all the evidence has been 
taken and a final hearing was had in 
the case on November 22, 1891, before 
Mr. Justice Broker* circuit justice for 
tho eighth circuit. The suits of the

.States against the Central 


Pacific Railroad Co., and"the Western 
Union Telegrnph Co., and the United 
States against the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Co., and the Western Union 
Telegraph Co., both depending upon 
demurrers and motions to disini&s for 
want of jurisdiction. 


Aftor describing the suits the attor- 


ney-general recommends that section 
I of tho act of August lit, 18S3, be 
amended by inserting a proviso after 
the word "inhabitant" inthe following 
sentence, namely; and no civil suit 
shall be brought before either of said 
courts against any person by any orig- 
inal process or proceeding In any other 
district than that whereof he is an in- 
habitant; "Provided, that any foreign 
corporation may be sued in any district

Under the head of protection of, offi- 


cers, witnesses, etc., the attorney gen- 
eral says the result of the recent trials 
in Georgia and Texas has been to 
vastly strengthen the sentiment of law 
and oulcr. 


Tho leport then reviews the Itata

general says: 
"Experience 


shows that it is by unrecognized insur- 
gents and revolutionists having every- 
thing to gain and little to lose, and 
often, therefore, desperate, that neu- 
trality obligations are most frequently 
violated.

position that such a transaction is 
legitimate business, I venture the con- 
clusion, that'in case of serious injury 
to commercial or oilier interests of a 
nation with which we are at peace, by 
ships fittc'd out in our harbors, a plea 
of such non-recognition would be a 
very insufficient answer before a board 
of arbitration or tribunal of a just pub- 
[ic opinion. 


"If the construction given to these 


statutes bv the trial court shall bo sus- 
tained on appeal, the .statute should, I 
chink, be amended," 


Attention is called to tho fact that 


under the federal system there are no 
degrees of murder, and the attorney- 
general recommends a change in the 
Btatute in that direction. 


The evils of the fee system are again 


mentioned, and a strong recommenda- 
tion made that all United States attor- 
neys be paid a stipulated salary, and 
that a limited time be fixocl in which 
accounts may be presented to account- 
ing officers.

UN AWFUL TRAGEDY. 


. Beturned Hungarian Emigrant 
Murdered by His Own Mother, 


HHOSE ETES HAD FEASTED ON UIS GOLD 


The Reward of Sixteen Years of Hard 


Labor in America—On Learning Her 


Relationship to Her Victim the 


Murderess Drops Dead. 


VIENNA, Dec. 11,—A tragedy unpar- 


s,lc]led in atrocity is, reported from 
Wieselburg, a town of Hungary, 21 
miles from Vresburg. Sixteen years 
ago the son of a poor peasant, living in 
the county of which Wieselburg is tho 
capital 
went to America. There, by 


Industry, he gradually saved about 
SH.UOO.in American money, 
Resolving 


to return to his father's home, the son, 
on his way, changed his money into 
the compact form of English sover- 
eigns, of which he had 000. It was lato 
when he arrived at his father's house. 
He did not immediately make himself 
known, but aslccd for hospitality as a 
stranger.

braced him. The sou, being weary, re- 
tired to rest, after telling his father of 
the little fortune he had brought homo 
with him. The son had the money iu a 
bag near his bed. The father did nod 
tell the mother when she came homo 
who the stranger was, resolving to 
wait until morning1 and then let the son 
reveal himself lo the joy and surprise 
of the mother.

The latter got up during the night 


and examined tho stranger's baggage, 
and finding the gold—a larger sum than 
she had ever dreamed of—-determined 
to possess it. The husband ind fa their 
slept on. The mother stealthily got n 
knife and cut the throat of the stranger, 
killing him instantly. When the father 
awoke ho found his son. in a pool of 
blood on the bed. His cry of anguish 
and horror aroused the wife, who had 
expected to find her husband a ready 
accomplice in concealing the crime for 
the sake of the money. The father 
gasped out who the victim was.

pne cry Hie murderess reeled and fell 
dead.

THE SOOTT TURPIN CASE, 


I. B.. Mills for tho State and W, 


u. JOlms for the Defense 


Address ilie Jury— 


Evidence. 


Mr. Mills told the jury thnt Chanocey 


Turpin is the son of Scott Turpio, who is 
now on trial for bribery. 
John D. Mc- 


Oool is a neighbor ot the Turpms. They 
all live in Mt. Zion township. In 1887 
Ohauncey Turpin and McOool had n (USB 
at I>«lton City, Subsequently they had 
it out in this county. Chauocey Tarpin 
was bound over to the Grand Jury for 
an Meault with intent to kill. 


Garrett D. Williams, known us Davia 


Williams, lived in Mt. Ziou Township 
and was a member of the Grand Jury 
that took up the Turpin matter. 
During 


the sitting of this Grand Jury, which wts 
in 1887, Davia Williams sent word by 
WEeh Smith to Scott Tarpin that he 
wanted to see him. They met und an 
arrangement \Tfia made between them 
that Scott Turpin would pay Williams 
850, and in consideration of thia Wil- 
liams was to see that tbe Grand Jury, us 
to Chaunooy Turpin, should find no in- 
dictment. Tnrpin was not indicted acd 
the money was paid to WiHiatns. Subse- 
quently theee facts became linown und 
both Williams and Scott Tarpin were in- 
dicted. Tho night before the day set fur 
Ilia trial Williams committed suicide, imd 
Turpin in now on trial. Another oircum-' 
stance in tine CIIBB is that, nsn matler of 
fact, Williams first saw Scott Turpin and 
arranged about the money after the jury 
had decided not to return nn indictment 
against Chauncey Tarpin. 


Attorney Johns said if the prosacufciog 


attorney had done his duty this case 
would long since have beennolk'd There 


no chance to convict Turpin. Turpin 


has told at least two mpn all about tho 
affair between him and Willmma imd it is 
from this etory that Mr. Mills has evolved 
all the theories ho has presented to the 
jury. ' Turpin cannot be convicted for 
the reEfion t hat he is not guilty of bribery 
as alleged in the indictment. The Grand 
Jury had made its final returns 'and bnd 
been discharged when he paid Williams 
the monpy. He may have been a fool 
for paying the money to a man who was 
guilty of the meanest and most contempt- 
ible method of obtaining money under 
false pretenses. It must bo proven thut 
Turpin paid the money to Davis Wil- 
liams while Williams was a member of 
the .Grand Jury. Attorney Johns also 
raised the point, and notified the Court 
tLat he would press it at tho proper 
time, that indictment is defective in that 
bribery alone is alleged, whereas the 
statutes do cot embrace Grand Jurors 
among those who nmy be "bribed;" that 
they come under tho section relating to 
"corruption," Thia the indictment does 
not cover. It snema to me that thoie 
may be some ulterior motive in prosecut- 
ing this case, as it is clear that' Scott Tur- 
pin la not guilty QB alleged. 


Henry IVioOlollan testified ns to the 


court records for the September term, 
1887, so far as they relate to the case and 
that tbe grand jury on the day it was 
discharged made two returns and on that 
day returned ' not a true bill against 
Cbauncy Tnrpin,"}but could not recall 
the hour of ilia day. He also testified 
that DSVI'B Williams was on that grand 
jury. 


VV. S. Smith testified that he knew 


Davis Williams woJl, thnt he was on the 
grand jury in October, 1887; that he Bent 
word by me to Scott Turpin that he 
wanted to see him; delivered the word to 
Turpin near Millikin's bunk in presence 
ot Davf> Myers. Aoout that time wnnt 
out to Tmpin's Bad saw him in the field; 
went to buy stock; while there advised 
Turpin to drop the matter because Tur- 
pm talked about having McCool indicted 
in Moultriecounty for the Dalton City 
affair. I remember that day wns fixed 
for the Davis Williams trial and that 
Williams killed himself. 
He worried a 


good deal about the indictment against 
him and often opobo to mp about it. He 
thought it would injure his reputation in 
any event. Mr. Smith further testified 
thut he did not deliver the Williams mes- 
sage to Turpin at Turpin's house and 
had DO knowledge of the nature of tlio 
business Williams wanted to see Turpin 
on. I did not testify before a grand jury 
that I did not recollect when I met Tur- 
pin pnd delivered him the Williams' 
mi oo.nje. I do not recollect ot stilting 
w i i ' n t testified before the grand jury 
1':'f 1 did not recollect whether I mot 


i nn nil tliR road or in town. I testi- 


fied l 
p at b 
nforft the grand jury that I de- 


liverid in SIPge to Tarpin in town iu 
presence oE lisj-orB. 


Fred Turjna, eon ot Scott Turpin, tes- 


tified ns to W. S. Smith coming to tbe 
bouse in 1887 and having a Ulk with 
father; do not know what wap said, but 
father quit his work OB soon us Smitb left 
and came to town. It WHS nboul9 o'clo.'k 
in the morning when Smith was at onr 
houBS. Don't remember the day ot tb 
month or week. 


Charles Fletcher testified that he knew 


Scott Turpin and Davis Williams. I 
talked with Sc itt Turpin about May 1. 
1888, about the Turpin-MoCool COEO. In 
tha conversation ho referred lo Davis 
WilliamB as a member nf the grand jnry, 
Tarpin related how Williams told him 
that his Bon was in danger ot -being in- 
indicted and that a liltle money would 
prevent it. He told how Wash Smith 
brought the word to him from Williams 
and delivered it to him at hia house in 
Mt. Zion township one morning, and that 
in response to it he ounie to town and 
BBW Williams when proposition was made 
to pay the money. 
Court here adjourned pending argu- 


ment on a point ot law. 


FRIDAY'S pEOOEEWNaa. 


The Tarpin case was resumed this 


morning. Continuing his testimony Mr. 
Fletcher said: Tarpin related that Wash 
Smith told him he must be in town by 1 
o'clock; thut it wna the day the grand 
jury adjourned; that he borrowed the 
money to pay Williams and paid birn tho 
money. Fletcher testified that Turpin 
told him what bad transpired afterward 
in relation to the matter and he advised 
Tnrpin to go before the state's attorney 
and make a clean breosfc of the whole 
matter. He said he went with Turpin to 
the state's attorney to whom Turpin told 
bis story. He testified that the state's 
Attorney told Tarpin he could promise 
him no immunity. 


J. H. Parker of Maro.i testified that he 


was on the grand jury thnt bad the 
Chauncy Tarpin mattor before it, and 
that the grand jary made ita teturne and 
was discharged on the afternoon of the 
same day. 


0. B. Gorin of J. Milhkin & Co.'e bank 


testified that a note drawn October 14, 
1887, for 850, signed by Scott Tnrpin and 
Jerry Nicholson, was received at the bank 
that day, and that the money was paid 
on the paper. - 


Jerry Nicholson testified that he was

Chimney Turpin matter was taken up 
the fore part of the week and disposed 
of; that everything had been prepared 
so as to make the report on the afternoon 
of Friday, October 14,1887. After mak- 
ing report jary lie<3 to go back and cor- 
rect some errors, bat both returns were 
made after dinner. After tha grand jury 
bad adjourned he was on the corner near 
Gnswold'3,wben Scott Turpin called him 
nu.i asked him to go on his note for $50, 
which he- did, asking no questions. On 
tbe evening of the same day Tarpin 
came to his place of business and told 
him that he wanted the money to pay 
Davis Williams tor preventing the indict- 
ment of his son; that Wash Smith had 
called on him nt his bouse that morning 
and told him Davis Williams wanted to 
eee him; that be at once came to town and 
met Williams between Linn £r Scruggs 
and Millikin's bank, where Williams told 
him that for a little money ho could pre- 
vent the indictment ot his son; that 
Williams represented that the money was 
needed lo purchase the favor of other 
membeis ot tho grand jury; that Wil- 
liams itmsted upon tne caeh; that be 
then secured the money and paid Wil- 
liams $40 of it in the ealoon east of Mil- 
likin's bunk; and that be had watched 
Willharne, and that Williama had seen 
no members of the grand jury, but left 
for homo as soon as he got the money. 
Witness aiud ho told Turpin he had acted 
tho fug), that the grand jnry had settled 
the Chimrjcey Turpin matter in the be- 
ginning rtf tlo week and thatWiHiflifl 
had simply robbod him ot hia money. 
Artorn-ard hud other conversations with 
Turpin in which he repeated_the same 
statement imd also caul that Williams 
had come to him and demanded the 
other SKI, FIIK! (hut lie had rtfueeJ to 
pay it, tolling him that be had defrauded 
him. Turpin also said that when Wil- 
liniiis found that the faota were out want- 
ed him to wiito a letter to Wallace who 
had he(-n foreman of the grand jary, stat- 
ing that iuere wan uotiiiog of it, that it 
wfls all untrue. Turpin said ho told 
Williams ho would stick to the truth as 
he bad told it. Witness testified that 
Tnrpin's wife eamo to him at one time 
much worried over a threatening letter 
they bad received. The threat was that 
unices Scott Tnrpin receded from his 
resolution to insist upon the truth of his 
Btory about the bribery he would be 
burned out. Turpin was worried consid- 
erably about the affair and the threats 
and often talked to me about the matter. 


George McCooI, brother of J. p. Mc- 


CJool, testified he brought the Chaunoey 
Turpin matter to tho attention of the 
grand jury in 1887, without consulting 
anybody ami was advised to do so by no 
one.

Starkey and Brown Sentenced to 


Thirty Tears in the State 


Prison. 


The jury iu the Gillham murder case 


which bos been in deliberation since Sat 
urday morning last brought in Q verdici 
at fidwardsville Thursday. Tbe punish 
ment of both Oeorge Starkey and John 
Brown was Sxed at thirty years in the 
state penitentiaay. 


The murder of State Senator Daniel B. 


Gillham occurred at Upper Alton, 111., on 
the night of March 17, 1890. About 2 
o'clock he was awakened by the noise ot 
a man in his room. Mr. Gillham grappled 
with the intruder, whose mission, as it 
afterward developed, was robbery, and 
after a short straggle Gillhum was shot 
n the side, the wound proving fatal 
.hirty days afterwards. The wonnded 
man's description of the robbera led to 
he arrest of George Starkey. Soon after 
itarkey's arrest it was learned that he 
md an accomplice in the attempted rob- 
bery of Mr. Gillham's houss, and the 
confession of a man named Wyatt led to 
he arrest of John Brown as the man en- 
guge i with Starkey in the crime. The 
trial has occupied several days, the evi- 
dence being circumstantial, though point; 
ng to the guilt of the men in custody. 


Mr. Gillham was one of the most prom 


nent men in the state and his murder 
ittraote'd wide attention. His son, W. 
j, Gillham, gave up his business in Chi- 
iago and has devoted almost his entire 
ime to securing the punishment of the 
men who murdered his father.
